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Succulent Chatter 


During discussion about winter flowering 
plants few days ago occurred that 
surely must have, our succulent plants, some 
group that would prove good house plants for 
winter flowering and made quick checkup 
and surprise found that not only 
have few plants, have good many the 
attractive and most adaptable Kalanchoes. 

Being succulents these plants not object 
the dry atmosphere nor the very erratic and 
wide variations soil moisture with which most 
house plants must live. They seem like living 
room temperatures and while may not per- 
fect, the living room lighting conditions not 
seem harm them although they normally 
need more light than usually given the 
ordinary house plants. addition 
the points listed, these plants have the added 
advantage growing best and flowering heavi- 
est during the winter months. 

many you know, the Kalanchoes are 
one the three genera the sub-family 
Kalanchoideae and some authorities feel that the 
other two genera should included. Berger 
his separates Bryophyllum and 
Kitchingia from Kalanchoe. 

Possibly thirty species Kalanchoe can 
found collections and there always chance 


that one more the one hundred and fifty 
species remaining might turn up. 

The cultural requirements this genus are 
very simple. light, well drained soil such 
the following will serve well; equal parts 
garden soil, leaf mold, and sand. seems 
make little difference whether the soil alkaline 
acid equally good plants have been grown 
either. 

This group plants prefers allowed 
nearly completely dormant after their flower- 
ing season and remain until mid-summer. 
the case with most house plants, they will 
not stand frost but seem thrive outside after 
the danger frost has passed. 

seems that few plants are more easily pro- 
pagated than this genus you will have equally 
good success most cases from cuttings, leaf 
cuttings, seed. Cuttings and leaf cuttings 
should taken July August and with leaf 
cuttings best use whole leaves with petiole 
attached. 

Some species this group enjoy world-wide 
distribution but many are confined Madagas- 
car and South Africa.

Some the obtainable and better known 
species with some their characteristics are 
listed below: 

aromatica Perrier, from Madagascar, one 
the less attractive species, both foliage and 
flower and included this list only because 
its aromatic glands, which exude aromatic 
secretion which makes the plant sticky the 
touch and gives odor much like that pine 
resin.

When read everywhere that Phyllocacti are 
such gracious house-plants, growing so- easily, 
flowering splendidly and readily, involun- 
tarily ask why, that apart from the universally 
distributed Phyllocactus Ackermannii and few 
its hybrids, seldom find this lovely plant 
genus cultivated large numbers the true 
cactus fanciers. The answer this simple: 
Most the better kinds very well the 
nursery, yet are not plants which will thrive 
luxuriantly room without special care. 
Phyllocacti not only require warmth, but also 
humid atmosphere, and the air room usu- 
ally much too dry for them. want culti- 
vate with good results Phyllo. crenatus and its 
numerous beautiful grandis, 
latifrons, anguliger and others the house, 
will necessary construct for them large 
glass case, which the plants can remain un- 
disturbed far possible the entire year. Such 


box, simply constructed glass and wood, 


about feet long, feet wide and feet 
high, will suffice take care large number 
these plants, especially plants small di- 
mensions are selected. The case placed close 
window with southern exposure; the front 
side should white-washed protection from 
the sun; the back the case, that the side 
facing the room made open. order 
achieve uniform humidity, well place 
the back this small hot-house water con- 
tainer, perhaps small aquarium. thermometer 
and humidity-gauge (Hygrometer) are two 
things which will not amiss the glass- 
house. the hygrometer kept about 
degrees (70 denoting moist, very moist), 
ideal atmosphere assured.

The ovary has length 
in. and has wool its base; its cavity 
not quite in. wide and filled with 
not excessively long seed attach- 
ments which are tied together somewhat 
bushy manner; outside yellowish brown 
running into green and set with short scales 
in. long, which sit upon slightly project- 
ing tubercles. The tube in. long, from the 
bottom the upper fourth about in. wide, 
broadens above and reaches outer width 
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in.; fleshy, yellowish flesh-colored out- 
side, clearly striped, set with sparse scales which 
increase size from the bottom up, 3/16 
5/16 in. long, sided, pointed, the color 
the tube, but green the tip. The scales merge 
into the outer petals which are about 
in. long, narrow lineal lanceolate, pointed, 
especially clear bright rose flesh-colored out- 
wardly and somewhat more compact than the 
inner petals which are arranged two three 
rows. The form the latter narrow oblong 
spathulate; with length in. and the 
upper quarter in. broad, pointed and finely 
toothed above; the color pure, somewhat 
piercing white.

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EPIPHYLLUMS FOR THE SUNROOM 


Epiphyllum Ackermanii the easiest thing 
the world grow here Massachusetts. 
also has the loveliest blossom the world 
mind.

Most people stake these plants upright, but 
mine grow just imagine they the 
jungle, branching out their own free will, 
some stems going some out angle across 
the windows, and others dangling down 
care-free profusion. 

Between the three wide south-east windows 
sunroom are two wooden uprights and 
each them have two iron brackets, one 
above the other. these barcket holes are 
turquoise pottery jars (the top two are and 
the lower two are which fit the clay 
pots with the pot-bound epiphyllums. 

These four plants are always kept the same 
place and there are eleven more big blossoms 
each plant every year.

One thing noticed that the best flowers 
come the worst looking sunburned branches. 
The nice green stems that have been shielded 
from too much sun have very few blooms while 
the purplish, sun-touched branches bear the 


flowers all along the notched edges cascades 
gorgeous bloom.

PEACETIME PURSUIT 


Now that peace has once more returned war- 
weary world, can begin plan anew our leisure- 
time projects. For those who wish start cactus 
collection without the aid greenhouse, should 
like recommend some varieties which have found 
easy raise and pleasing every way. 

First though, prospective cactophile should secure 
two three good cactus culture, study them 
and decide upon the type plants can most easily 
accommodate. Then with care should select reliable 
dealers, men who have been the business cactus 
culture for period years, and whose reputation 
for strong healthy plants and careful shipping practices 
inviolable. 


Now our neophyte cactus lover ready choose 
his plants. own experience have found that 
Rebutias and Parodias bloom very easily. Then too, 
they are small and thus require little space which 
grow. Rebutias minuscula, and stein- 
mannii have done well for also have Parodias 
auriespina, scopaoides, mutabilis and sanguiniflora. 
The latter, the name implies, has beautiful bright 
red flower, the other Parodias named are all yellow 
flowered. 


too, are easy care for, and while 
they not bloom well for me, their endless spine 
color and arrangement make them fine plants own. 
For unusual sort one should surely have Mam. 
plumosa with its feather-like covering. the cluster- 
ing sorts there are Mam. camptotricha, 
and decipiens. group themselves are the Mam. 
elongata varieties growing into great clusters finger- 
like branches, these are especially easy also propa- 
gate cuttings. White-spined sorts are very attrac- 
tive, these include Mammillarias dealbata, candida, 
albicans, parkinsonii and spinosissima. Others 
enjoyed having are Mammillarias karwinskiana, micro- 
helia, melanocentra, perbella-lanata, hidalgensis, fuli- 
ginosa, and mystax. 


Notocacti are also fine plants for col- 
lection, these especially recommend Notocactus 
schumannianus with its soft golden spines, and 
scopa which has white spines tipped with pink. 

For variety would nice have Ferocactus 
acanthodes and lecontii, brutes,” but attrac- 
tive none the less. the columnar sorts, Cephalo- 
cereus palmeri, Cereus azureus, and Trichocereus 
schickendantzii are easy care for. 

Most important all, start with few, give them 
good care, choose the type you particularly like, and 
success should result.

The bromeliads strike one the most 
interesting types our numerous succulents, yet 
attention them this JOURNAL has been 
scant. The instances familiar with are 
the issues May, 1938; February, 1943; Sept., 
1943; April, 1944; and Hummel’s Victory 
Picture Book. 

For nearly century collectors public gar- 
dens and even private homes, have had 
bromeliads, both the epiphytic and terrestrial 
types and, although all these plants are native 
the Americas, most them our collections 
have come via Europe. Now, this country, 
have most those species which they 
had Europe, well many more, because 
the latest bromeliad plant explorers have been 
Americans who have brought into the United 
States many new species that are now being 
introduced into popular horticulture. 

Here and there spread thinly over the coun- 
try, the bromeliad enthusiasts are constantly in- 
creasing, and through the years own interest 
has ever been gravitating toward them. Where- 
as, Mexico went cactus hunting, came 
back with greater interest epiphytic brome- 
liads, and while went Brazil, principally 


collect epiphytic bromeliads, returned with 
new interest the terrestrial bromeliads; so, 
would like share new plant thrills with 
the readers the JOURNAL. 

Certainly more members this great Ameri- 
can family, Bromeliaceae (pineapple family) 
should represented succulent collections. 
But considering bromeliads, the question 
arises just what are the specifications succu- 
lent? The bromeliad family can divided into 
three catagories, epiphytic, terrestrial and saxi- 
colous. presenting the complete picture 
succulent minded fans where does one draw the 
line? Must all succulents fleshy nature? 
the broad definition succulent ‘‘fleshy 
juicy” plant? Does make any difference 
the plant holds its water between the parts its 
body inside its body? This question came 
result collecting bromeliads Mexico, 
when the epiphytic, well the terrestrial 
bromeliads came through the quarantine station 
where the Department Agriculture lists 
all bromeliads succulents. The incident 
listing the Billbergias, Aechmeas, Vriesias and 
Tillandsias under the heading succulents 
caused some speculation and said “why

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not?” They have the capacity storing 
great quantities water and holding their 
bodies the familiar Cacti, Agaves, 
Crassulas. However, most the epiphytic 
types bromeliads the eyes can see the water 
held between the parts the plant; held 
free and not coagulated state; thus these 
bromeliads have been called tank-epiphytes. 
They demand new concept the term succu- 
lent. becomes matter the water being held 
below the epidermis, against that held outside 
the epidermis. The first fleshy plant, and 
although the latter leafy one, nonetheless, 
interesting succulent fans. 

much water some the Billbergias, 
Vriesias, Aechmeas and their kin hold, that some 

eople have, unfortunately called these bromeli- 
ads plants” which name applied 
long ago the Sarracenias and Nepenthes, and 
though possibly appropriate should never have 
been started with any the bromeliads this 
late date. 

also thinking the xerophytic Till- 
andsias which, for the most part, hold their 
water manner, but microscopically. 
The fuzziness all over the leaves the Till- 
andsias (and other bromeliads) can reduced 
tiny peltate scales little sponge cups which 
hold water, helping them survive long periods 
drought. This system holding water may 
justify their position succulent classification. 

Nearly all the bromeliads regardless the 
genus which they belong, whether they 
the terrestrial succulent type, the water-filled 
leafy types, have extremely decorative value 
and have equal interest the plant lover and 
the gardener. Nearly all them share 
one quality common. They are all able 
hold reserve water one manner an- 
other such extent that they not need the 
close attention and care that most the leafy 
house plants do. This xerophytic quality tends 
give them their decorative forms. 


With the bromeliads, not only does new 
conception succulent arrive, but new con- 
ception flowers must understood; 
general not the flowers, but the inflorescence 
flower scape that has the showy beauty. 


The bromeliad flowers, though generally small 
have interesting range color, from white 
through the spectrum dark purple. the 
spiny forms, such Hechtia, Dyckia, Encholir- 
ium, and Deuterocohnia, the flowers alone make 
most the display, but the majority the 
other members this large family most the 
color effect the inflorescence due the 
brilliant bracts terminal leaves, both, which 
give striking contrast the individual flowers 
even the poinsettias and bougainvilleas 
which bear even less conspicuous flowers.

given spray water frequently, they thrive, 
deriving most their food from the air their 
roots are used more for holding fast than for 
feeding. 

The Tillandsia group Bromeliaceae the 
largest the entire family and natively they are 
distributed from the southern tip Virginia 
500 miles south Buenos Aires. Incidentally, 
this the north and south range Tillandsia 
usneoides (Spanish Moss). The next greatest 
range Tillandsia recurvata (Ball Moss) which 
may seen growing telephone wires, walls, 
rocks, cacti, fact almost any object 
range nearly great the Spanish Moss. The 
common belief that these little clusters Ball 
Moss are the young plants the Spanish Moss, 
but this plant has roots while the Spanish Moss 
does not. Also the flowers Ball Moss appear 
stems three four inches long while the tiny 
transparent green flowers the Spanish Moss

are almost stemless and, incidentally, most 
fragrant flower small is. 

These two Tillandsias well many other 
Tillandsias have xerophytic qualities far exceed- 
ing almost any known succulent even though 
their bodies are not really fleshy. They, like 
many the Tillandsias are covered with myriads 
tiny peltate scales which retain 
the water and absorb minerals from the air for 
their food. 

Tillandsia ionantha, native Mexico, 
small, compact rosette two inches high. When 
bloom, practically the entire plant turns fire- 
red and becomes one the showiest and most 
attractive little plants that know of. “love 
first with most everyone. The dark 
purple flowers which emerge from the flaming 
center the plant are half long the plant 
itself. Golden yellow stamens atop this purple 
flower completes the vivid color scheme. 

Tillandsia streptophylla would satisfy almost 
anyone’s desire for really attractive plant 
whether bloom not. Mexican species 
that has hardly been introduced into horticulture 
and will never become common because its 
slow growth. Streptophylla well named for 
there are few species with leaves twisted. 
While this plant has few roots they not 
seem all necessary for the growth the plant. 
have seen these plants natively, hanging up- 
side down and attached only their curled 
leaves. The branched flower stalk, completely 


coated with gray scales, contains many lavender 
flowers which appear above the delicate pink 
bracts. plant with delicate qualities. 
though the plant almost octopus-like form 
its color scheme has the quality lavender and 
old lace. 

Tillandsia capitata native both Mexico 
and Cuba. This plant seems prefer grow 
rocks (saxicolous) where there plenty 
light. Until its blooming time resembles 
some the common Tillandsias Florida 
such fasciculata and but 
when the beautifully colored head appears 
central flower stalk with its lovely symphony 
pastels gray, yellow, lavender and brown, this 
Tillandsia shows its unique individuality.

Greenhouse 
needs attention. Caulked cracks which have ap- 
peared foundation. Used glass wool which neither 
rots nor drys out. Cleaned the grime off glass. 
Scraped white-wash get rains work wearing 
off before appears (in Lake region 
from middle November middle February). 
Tradescantia navicaulis bloomed. desert type with 
triangular leaves. Certainly reduces 
Trichocereus schickendantzii which usually starts grow- 
ing about now. Has lovely yellowish green growing 
tip. 

October decepiens has grown from 
single head into cluster seven heads. New 
growth spirals about original head. Blooms profusely 
the spring and again the late fall. Fragrant, too. 
Lepismium commune has purple berries along 
stems. far fruit matures and falls off before other 
buds and flowers appear. penzigii bloom

Long ago wanted write about very dear 
friend mine (and yours, too, for that matter) but 
somehow did not get enough courage be- 
cause this particular person dislikes publicity very 
much. However, since several readers have requested 
information about him, decided now. 
This man question none other than Alain White, 
who made possible those volumes the Stapelieae 
and succulent Euphorbieae, which are, without 
doubt, the finest authoritative books these two 
plant groups. first came contact with this New 
Englander 1935 when asked aid him 
various problems arising from his study the 
Stapeliads. the preparation White and 
masterful treatise the subject, published three 
volumes, had the pleasure solving some the 
questions issue and for part received recogni- 
tion the title page one its collaborators, 
honor which very proud of. 

Alain parents were residents Litchfield, 
Connecticut, where they first settled 1863. Alain, 
however, was born Cannes, France, but spent his 
boyhood and the major part his life Litchfield, 
where engaged many worthwhile activities. 
With the help his sister bought several thousand 
acres forest and shore property adjoining Bantam 
Lake, the largest natural lake Connecticut, and 
developed recreational center. Part the 
property was reserved for charitable organizations 
where was set the White Memorial Foundation 
administer the charities best advantage. later 
years, Mr. White spent his winters spacious home 
the western outskirts Summerville, South Caro- 
lina, but since the inception World War has 
been living there continuously and over the weekends 
entertained soldiers from nearby camps. 

Alain White was rather studious boy school 
and this trait shown all his scholarly efforts 
with which are acquainted. 1898, the age 
18, entered Harvard and distinguished himself 
the field Romance Languages and then did post- 
work Columbia University, where re- 
ceived his A.M. 1904. Most JOURNAL readers 
will surprised learn that Mr. White has engaged 
most enthusiastically chess problems and gained 
international acclaim this field. Before was 
had composed about 300 chess problems all 
types and embarked upon the publication 
long series books (40 more) dealing with chess, 
which distributed gifts friends and corres- 
pondents. 

Mr. White was always interested plants but ac- 
quired genuine passion for exotic things during 
visit California 1930 where observed many 
species about which comparatively little was then 
determined compile, with the help 
experts, all the knowledge that was possible such 
plants and thus came into realization the first edition 
THE STAPELIEAE 1933. This led even 
more comprehensive study the group and 
result greatly expanded treatise appeared 1937 
three volumes. While engaged this work, Mr. 
White became interested succulent Euphorbias and 
started extensive research them which culminated 
masterful monograph two volumes, published 
1941. all these scientific studies Mr. White had 
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his chief collaborator, the learned Mr. Boyd 
Sloane Pasadena, California, who has maintained 
living collection the plants described the well- 
illustrated and instructive books. Succulent enthusiasts 
owe debt gratitude these two botanists who 
have done much popularizing the fascinating 
Carrion-Flowers and South African Spurges. 
* * *
